S.O. 116(E).—Whereas the Central Government is of 
the opinion thaV an industrial dispute exists between the em¬ 
ployers in relation to the Indian Farmers Fertilizer Coopera* 
tivo Ltd., and their workmen in respect of the matters spoci- 
fitd in the Schedule hereto annexed; 

And whereas the said dispute involves a Question of 
national importance and is also of such a nature that Indus- 
iri^ establishments of the Indian Farmers Fertilizer Co¬ 
operative Ltd., situated in more than one State arc likely to 
be interested in, or affected by, such dispute; 

And whereas the Central Government is of opinion that 
the said dispute should be adjudicated by National Tribunal; 

Now, therefore the Central—ti) In exercise of 
the powers conferred by Section 7B of the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), hereby constitutes a National 
Industrial Tribunal with Headquarters at Calcutta and ap¬ 
points Justice Shri M. P. Singh as its Presiding Officer, and 


(ii) In exercise of the i>owers conferred by Sub*section 
(lA) of Section 10 of the said Act, hereby refers the said 
industrial dispute to the said National Industrial Tribunal for 
adjudication.
